EVENTS OUTLINED 

Mrs. Schwertz briefly out- 
lined events surrounding dis- 
turbances which took place at 
Fortier during the past sdiool 
year. 

“When the problems began 
at the school in January she 
said, ‘*my husband and I had a 
great deal of information that 
the general public did not 
have.” 

She recounted she. her hus- 
band and the scboors limited 
administrative staff researched 
the SDS movement at Fortier 
and persons involved in it. 

As Dr. Schwertz began for 
mulating material for the “now 
famous” pamphlet he produced 
on the disturbance, she added, 
“we received veiled threats of 
, physical violence. We were told 



anonymously over the telephone 
that we would pay for interfer- 
ing with the SDS. 

CONCERN FELT 
“At this point,” she added, 
“our concern for the school alM 
became concern for our chil- 
dren, because we were told by 
the callers that the SDS was not 
limited to accomplishing its 
ends in a lawful manner.” 

She said one of the bigg^t 
(u'oblems the Fortier admims- 
tration had to surmount just 
prior to and during the disturb- 
ances was that of communica- 
tions. 

Mrs. Sdiwertz said her bus 
band felt the entire matter could 
have been quickly dealt with if 
parents of Fortier students had 
been informed about what was 
really going on at the school and 
what the SDS is. 

She commented it is unfor- 
tunate that, until now, those who 
oppose revolutionary move- 
ments like those of the SDS are 
the least active and the least vo- 
cal in their opposition. 
few REPLY 

Even after the ad hoc inves 
tigation committee was formed 
to study the problem and ques- 
tionnaires were sent to 1,600 
parents, she added, only four re- 
plies were received. 

“We received a lot of criti-

” MrsL Schwertz said, “but 
it broke the back of the revolu- 
tion move.” 

Mrs. Schwertz then pro- 
duced a chart, information for 
which was gathered by the For- 
tier staff independent of local 
police agencies, outlining roles 
played by leaders in the Fortier 
disturbance. 

The chart showed Inter-rela 
tionshlp of leaders in the Fortier 
disturbance with leaders in 



recent public school teacher 
strike, disturbances at Southern 
University in New Orleans, at 
least one underground newspa- 
per, conflict a year ago at the 
Andrew H. Wilson Elementary 
School, and organizations such 
as the Women’s Action Commit- 
tee, the Student Non-violent Co- 
ordinating Committee, the New 
Republic of Africa and the 
Southern Conference Education 
Fund. 

She said Wednesday was the 
first time the chart information 
was made public. 

ATTENDED CONFERENCE 

Neil Denoux has spent the 
last year organizing action 
against SDS with the helj) of 
INCA. 

He attended a recent Uon- 
on Revolut ion at LaKg. 
]o!T&de.^ mThicago which 
dealt with' intorming students 
about what the new left groups 
such as SDS are doing and how 
to counteract them. 

Denoux emphasized that the 
majority of today’s students op- 
pose SDS, but they are not ac- 
tive enough in their <^osion. 

A bcal a nti-SD S group 
called me -Squares nas been 
formed to previue just this kind 
of opposition; and Denoux said 
its plans call for publicly debat- 
ing groups like SDS, “if they 
are not afraid to debate us,” 
and for formation of its own 
propaganda organ. 

The Squares will stage 
‘Square-In” Saturday in Audu- 
bon Park to rally support to its 
cause. 

PAPERS USED 
He said SDS has been suc- 
cessful in carrying its message 
to students by Intatrating and 
taking over establishing, cam- 
pus-based, student newspapers. 
The result is the SDS has 



strong voice at no cost to its 
treasury. 

One panelist said after the 
meeting that an SDS attempt to 
take over the Tulane Hullabaloo 
took place during a conflict in- 
volving policy on publishing pho- 
tographs of nudes; and this was 
a reason publisher Hodding 
Carter resigned as faculty ad- 
viser to the paper. 

Denoux said wide support of 
the anti-revolution movement 
was evidenced at the Lake For- 
est conference by the presence 
of representatives of the Young 
Republicans, Young Democrats, 
Young Americans for Freedom 
and IJjjjjgjJji^Vibrai^^ 
ca 



“I must mention,” he add- 
ed, “the SDS was also repre- 
sented. I guess they were scout- 
ing the enemy.** 

COALITION SOUGHT 
He said a move Is afoot 
among anti-revolution groups to 
form a coalition to more ^ec- 
lively fight SDS. 

Denoux added, “To be sure, 
there are SDS members at Loy- 
ola and Louisiana State Univer- 
sity in New Orleans as well as 
at Tulane,” and the SDS drive 
to create conflict on New Or- 
leans’ campuses of higher learn- 
ing is by no means over. 

Det. Kihnell said the great 
est gap existing in the country 
is the one between student activ- 
ists end the police. 

“The student does not real- 
ize,” he said, “the role of law 
enforcement in society. 

“Also, until recently, the po- 
lice were not concerned with 
reasons— the what, why and how 
—for student activity.” 

GOAL LISTED 
He said the main concern of 
the public about the SDS is its 
attempt to destroy the wealth 
and ^nomy of the community. 
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“a major goal of the new left 
and of Conraumism.** 

^*To effectively counteract 
new left movements/' he added 
“you must know the nature of 
the beast. You should read the 
philosophies of Manc, Lenin. 
Marcuse and the Port Huron 
SUtement.'* 

Det. Kihnell spent two and a 
half years as an undercover 
agent-member of the SDS at Tu- 
(ane, most of which was spent 
gathering Information for the 
Readers' Digest and a Wes t 
Coa rt mag azine, f * 

1 owam me end of his asso- 
c^tion with the SDS he offered 
his services to the Jefferson 
dieriffs department, “to prove 
^hich side of the fence I am 
)n.” 

ON SHERIFF’S FORCE 
He is now a member of 
iherlff Alwynn Cronvich's re- 
ently-created subvwrtve activi- 
ies and security section the 
ntelligence unit. 

“The sheriff became con- 



cerned about the new-left move- 
ment making its way South and 
felt he should be prepared in the 
event the movement makes Its 
way into Jefferson/* he added. 

“Much of our time so far— 
and there are 13 of us— has been 
spent compiling information on 
national and local leaders of the 
movement and tactics they 
use.” 

There have been strong indi- 
c 1 a t i 0 n s that East JeHerson 
High School may be the next 
public school SDS target in the 
New Orleans area. 

Kihnell said aft^ the 
meeting that circumstances at 
East Jefferson are ripe for a 
strong SDS push, 

“AU they need Is a small 
spark of conflict there, and we 
may have . a major disturb- 
ance.” 

SCHOOLS NAMED 
Mrs. Schwertz said the next 
SDS goals in New Orleans are 



the private schools, since those 
schools are the ones most upper 
and upper-middle class, con- 
cerned and sensitive students at- 
tend. Among schools mentioned 
were Newman, New Orleans 
Academy and McGehee. 

Mrs. Schwertz sakd, howev- 
er, Fortier is not immune to fur- 
ther SDS troubles. “I know that 
15 Fortier students are in sum- 
mer SDS training in Atlanta 
right now,” she added. 

Dr. Schlesser discussed the 
structure and goals of revolu- 
tionary groups and how they are 
funded. 

He said many such groups 
obtain' funds from legitimate 
private funds under the guise of 
being a social action group, 
“but most of them are fronts.** 

Another panel member 
pointed out that the U.S. Office 
of Economic Opportunity has 
unknowingly allotted funds to 
such front organizations. *
